WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (UP)— 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy’s 
supportérs today delivered to 
the Senate petitions against his 
censure—and the manner-of de- 
livery produced an investiga- 
tion: 

The petitions were brought 
here from New York in an ar- 
mored car. The petitions con- 
tained, sponsors claimed, about 
1,000,000 signatures of persons 
opposed to censure. 

At a formal ceremony, sam- 
ples of the petitions were pre- 
sented to Vice President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon. 

The Senate, on a motion of 
Senator J. William Fulbright 
(Dem.), Arkansas, immediately 
ordered an investigation of the 
actions of armed guards who ac- 
companied the signatures in an 
armored ‘truck. 

Fulbright told the Senate the 
signatures were unloaded in 
cartons under the protection of 
two armed guards with drawn 
pistols. He said that later one 
of the guards with a pistol in a 
holster at his side entered the 
Capitol and was disarmed. 

Fulbright asked for Sergeant- 
at-Arms Forest A. Harness’ to 
“look ‘into the matter” and the 
Senate approved his motion.

Watkins Comment. 


Senatur Arthur V. Watkins,

Says McCarthy Backed Out. 

Watkins, in reply to McCar- 
thy’s \charges that he was not 
given adequate opportunity to 
present his defense before the 
select committee, said that Mc- 
Carthy had been invited to bring 
in all the evidence he had and 
backed out. 

He noted that McCarthy had 
asserted he could prove his as- 
sertions that the 1951-52 Elec- 
tions sub-Committee he ignored 
and abused had wasted tens of 
thousands of the taxpayers’ dol- 
lars to keep the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee and ‘that the 
charges against him before the 
committee relating to his finan- 
cial operations were the work of 
an insane man. 


Watkins said that MCarthy 
was given every opportunity to 
produce witnesses, committee 
records or anything else he had 
to substantiate his allegations, 
but he declined to do so, as- 
serting that his proof was to be 
found in the letters he had writ- 
ten the subcommittee. 

“I can’t understand why he 
did not bring in the evidence 
and the witnesses, if he had 
them,” Watkins said. “He could 
have done it at the expense of 
the United States Government.” 

Watkins Resolution First. 

The first order of business 
after the debate limitation goes 
into effect will be the resolu- 
tion filed by the select com- 
mittee of six Senators headed 
by Watkins.

Three convicts at the prison 
are charged with Remington’s 
death. They are Lewis Cagle Jr., 
17 years old, Chattanooga, Tenn.; 
George Junior McCoy, 34, 
Grundy, Va., and Robert Carl 
Parker, 21, Washington, D.C. 

The prison is the sgme from 
which Alger Hiss, convicted of 
lying in a Communist spy ring 
investigation, was released last 
Saturday after serving three. and 
a half years of a five-year sen- 
tence. 

Like Hiss, Remington was a 
former Government official ac- 
cused of lying when he denied 
he ever passed secrets to a Com- 
munist spy ring. He was serv- 
ing a three-year term. 

United States Attorney J. 
Julius Levy said the two doc- 
tors would outline to today’s 


grand jury session the injuries 
suffered by Remington and how 
they were inflicted. 

Levy said if the jury indicts 
=e three suspects and the facts 
show the killing was premedi- 
tated, “of course we'll ask for 
capital punishment.” 

The jury was reconvened by 
Levy Nov. 26 on an order from 
United States District Judge

under orders of their priests.

And the 
buyers were announcing, in ef- 
fect: “I am s 

Most of the well-to-do left by 
air commercially or on French 
ships. The evacuees carried by 
the United States Navy were 
mostly the Catholic peasants 
who had left their homes and 
possessions behind to go south 
where their religious faith would 
not be interfered with. 

Description By Reds. 

A biased description of the 
plight of refugees- awaiting 
movement was given by the Com- 
munist radio at Hanoi: “The 
flies have established their king- 
doms,” the commentator said 
about the refugee camp at Phat 
Diem in Communist territory, “‘on 
the rubbish,pools of urine and 
piles of manure. It is very hot, and 
by the side of these heaps, young 
children sleep with their legs 
curled up. In the middle of the 
yard old women, accompanied by 
their children, ask for alms. 
Hundreds of families cook their 
rice and the smoke spoils the 

atmosphere. The families wash 
their clothes in the pool, take 
their water from it to drink, and 
a little further on relieve them- 
selves.” 

By the time these people got 
aboard the ships at Haiphong, 
they had suffered to about the 
limit of human endurdnce. No 
preparation had been made by 

French to care for them 
while awaiting transportation. 
Many boarding the ships had 


been without water or toilet fa-| ¢, 


cilities for half a day to a day. 

They were both worn out and 

frightened in a strange place 

oo from their country vil- 
ge 

Almost alt had scabby scalps 
from lack of bathing facilities. 
Many had eye diseases. One sin- 
gle doctor on an American ship 
treated 600 of them on the 
three-day trip south. The Amer- 
ican seamen were wonderful, 
particularly with the children. 
They took them and bathed 
them, played’ with them and 
shared the ship’s store confec- 
tions with them. 

The result was that these 
people who at last had found se- 
curity and kind treatment aboard 
the American ship did not want 
to léave it. Many held -onto 
stanchions and had to be pulled 
away and forced to leave. 

Visited Refugee Camp. 

The writer visited, for the 
Post-Dispatch, one refugee camp 
on the outskirts of Saigon. This 
was a transit camp where the 
refugees were held until they 
were sent to the permanent set- 
tlement provided for them.

A Way to Begin 
To the Edifor of the Post-Dispatch: 
, Reader Clarence Turley, president 
of the Arcade building, is to be com- 
plimented for his selflessness in his 
etter on the Eighth street tunnel. 
owever, he arrives at certaifi con- 
clusions with which I do not agree. 


He says the expense of using one 
of the tunnel tubes for a shuttle bus 
fr moving sidewalk “would not be 
nearly so great as the amount of 
money involved in preparing for rail- 
road commuter service.” , 

Would it? A bus or sidewalk would 
require removing the tracks from, 
‘and paving or mechanizing, -one of 
the tunnel tubes, thus leaving only 
the one other tube for railroad oper- 
gtion. If rail commuter service were 
provided, both tubes could still be 
used by the railroads in off hours. 


. Efficient dispatching and interlock- 
ing could reduce if not eliminate the 
need for the turnouts and run- 
around that worry Mr. Turley. 

_In short, contrary to what is im- 
Slied in Mr. Turley’s letter, rail com- 
‘mMuter service would least disrupt 
‘other railroad traffic. 

_ Bus or moving-sidewalk transporta- 
jon on the other hand would halve 
the potential railroad capacity of the 
tunnel and would require investment 
‘fn stations, paving and possibly roll- 
fing stock (or sidewalk machinery), 

lumination of the entire tunnel, 
access ramps and turn-around space 
for busses. possible tunnel widening, 
ventilation, and a parking area at the 
south end of the tunnel. 

_ In any event, some means of rapid 
‘transit to the downtown area must 
“be provided in the immediate future. 


- Expressways are not the answer. 
What is needed is a fast, convenient, 
inexpensive means.of rapid transit, 
‘preferably off-street to prevent bog- 
Ring down by traffic congestion. 


Subways and related rail transpor- 
tation fit these requirements. Use of 
the Eighth street tunnel and the St. 
Louis railroad system would be the 
deast expensive way of beginning. 
> Another inexpensive start would 
be to provide space in the center 
mall of all radial expressways for 
commuter rail service which would 
Sake to subways as it neared the 
“downtown area. This method costs 
‘only 10 per cent of equivalent sub- 
“way construction.

It may be said that Arthur Compton; former 
Chancellor of Washington University, and David 
Inglis of the Atomic Energy Commission’s Ar- 
gonne Laboratories were invading the field of 
diplomacy when they reviewed Government pol- 
icy on the H-bomb, ’ ‘ 

Speaking before the Federation of American 
Scientists, Dr. Compton said that further tests, 
of this appalling weapon should be based on 
prior consultation with our allies. Back from a 
trip to India and the Far East, he reported angry 
disapproval of the United States after the fall- 
out on Japanese fishermen following the Bikint 
Mr. Inglis went even farther, urging 
a ban against further tests. This, he said, would 
greatly improve international relations. 

Now, the Administration and its State De- 
partment can say that consultations and inter- 
national relations in general are the business of 
Washington and not of the scientists; let them 
tend .to their laboratories. Yet the men directly 
responsible for making this weapon available 
can hardly be expected to be so devoid of senti- 
ment and emotion that they have no interest 
in the use of the fruit of their intelligence. 
Indeed, it would be a shock if men could act 
like robots in the creation of such weapons. 

In connection with the same scientific meet- 
ing, Robert M. Woodward, Illinois Civil Defense 
director, accused federal authorities of not tell- 
ing the truth about the fall-out following a 
nuclear explosion. Talk like that can start no 
end of worrying even here in the United States. 
The people know little about such danhgers. And 
where there is ignorance, there may be ground- 
less fear. But such fear can be allayed only by 
the Government and the scientists. 

There are vital considerations of security in- 
volved here. Still, it should be possible for sci- 
entists and enlightened agents of the Govern- 
ment to agree on adequate statements to the 
public. No nuclear secrets need be revealed to 
“the man in the street."” Yet he should be able 
to feel that he is not being deceived, but rather 
being given the information vital to his own 
safety. 

There should be no occasion for a scientist to 
contradict an official as A. H, Sturtevant of the 
California Institute of Technology contradicted 
Adm. Lewis L. Strauss of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. The latter said the increase in back- 
ground radioactivity du@to bomb tests was too 
slight to be harmful. Said Mr. Sturtevant: “Any 
level whatsoever is certain to be at least geneti- 
cally harmful. ... I regret that an official in a 
position of such responsibility should have stated 
that there is no biological hazard from low doses 
of high-energy radiation.” Here the public is en- 
titled to a simple statement of-the facts insofar 
as they are known. 

As for the H-bomb and foreign policy, scien- 
tists are free to talk about that as much as any 
other citizens. Their judgments about statecraft 
may carry no special weight. They are not diplo- 
mats. But it is reassuring to hear their concern. 
It means that they do not really live altogether 
in laboratories of test tubes and retorts, but in 
our common world of human beings.

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Toward an Up-to-Date City 

Mayor Tucker has appointed a 13-member 
committee to draft a new building code for St. 
Louis. This is the first step toward basic reform 
in a most important area of municipal regula- 
tion. Eventually it could lead to significant 
changes in the face of the city. 

The existing building code, for example, 
would prevent the erection here of such hand- 
some and utilif®rian structures as the glass- 
walled U.N. Headquarters in New York, or Pitts- 
burgh’'s new Aluminum Company of America 
building—21 stories sheathed in aluminum. 

This is because a very considerable part of 
the existing St. Louis code is based upon speci- 
fication factors. That is, the code requires build- 
ers to employ specific materials—brick, say—to 
the exclusion of all others, including newer ma- 
terials which might cut construction costs. 

What St. Louis needs is a code based primar- 
ily on performance, That would permit the city 
to keep pace with changing construction patterns 
as new materials and techniques are developed. 
One such code has been developed by the Build-— 
ing Officials’ Conference of America. It has 
been adopted generally te regulate building in 
the unincorporated parts of St. Louis county 
and in some 26 county municipalities. In that 


respect they are well out in front of St. Louis. 


An outmoded building code is a stumbling... 


block in the path of progress. The Mayor's com- 
mittee is representative and it appears capable. 
Let the members roll up their sleeves and clear 
away that obstacle with all dispatch. 
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Summing Up at Rio 

As the Inter-American Economic Conference 
concludes work, what little has been done is ten- 
tative and the United States position largely 
negative. 

Chile finally won approval of the Rio de 
Janeiro meeting for a “study” of the “possibility” 
of an inter-American trade board, to encourage 
hemispheric trade and scrutinize tariff walls. A 
United States gelegate says Washington will op- 
pose the idea because it is not clear enough. 

Latin America also plans to go ahead on its 
own with another study of a possibility. This 
concerns an inter-American bank to help develop 
backward economies. The United States opposed 
that idea, but finally agreed.to give it technical 
help though certainly not any capital. 

Early in the meeting the United States 
position was enunciated by Secretary of the 
Treasury Humphrey, who then went home. Our 
delegation insisted that no extensive new effort 
to finance economic development was needed, 
because help was-already available through the 
Export-Import Bank and World Bank. 

Neither bank, however, has the capital or free- 
dom of operation adequate for lifting economies 
out of backwardness. The Export-Import Bank is 
not primarily concerned with helping other econ- 
omies but with financing United States trade. 
And the World Bank is a conservative institution 
of undoubted value but limited use in backward 
regions. 

Washington recognized as much. It offered a 
vague proposal for a special. international finance 
corporation to make loans to private enterprises 
without government guarantees, and to provide 
equity capital. These are two forms of assistance 
which the World Bank is not allowed to provide 
and which under-developed areas especially 
need. 

At the end of the Rio meeting, what does 
United States policy come to? Washington in- 
vited the conference and promised to consider 
ways of strengthening Latin American econo- 
mies. The Government offered one misty’ pro- 
posal as a concession that something should be 
done. And then our delegates insisted that little 
or nothing had to be done. 

The sister republics should be able to add up 
the sum total of such a policy in a hurry. 
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A Gift to an Unknown Neighbor

CARE—the Co-operative for 
American Remittances to Everywhere, Inc.—is 
providing a way. Packages of basic foods can be 
sent to Europe, the Middle East or Asia for the 
price of $1 for two 14-pound assortments. Be- 
cause the price is low and the time is short, 
these packages cannot be designated for specific 
individuals as can other CARE packages, but 
orders of $5 or more will bring a signed receipt 
from the overseas recipient and often a letter. 

All the foods except beef and gravy are sur- 
plus from United States Government storage, 
made available by the Foreign Operations Ad- 
ministration. They are over and above the re- 
quirements of the domestic welfare and school- 
lunch programs. Donors can therefore help re- 
duce food stocks which cost taxpayers $500,000 
a day to store, at the same time as they are ex- 
tending a gesture of good-will to their world 
neighbors in less fortunate lands. 
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Some Reading for Senator Knowland 

There is a new book that G.O.P. Senate Leader 
Knowland ought to read in part at least. This is 
Alben W. Barkley’s autobiography “That Re- 
minds Me,” published by Doubleday and Co. 
Since Mr. Barkley was Democratic Majority 
Leader through much of the Roosevelt tenure 
in the White House all that relates to the ma- 
jority leadership might be read with profit by 
the ydung Republican Senator from California. 
But one chapter is of special pertinence—chap- 
ter 12, entitled “My Disagreement with F.D.R.” 

In 1944 Mr. Roosevelt decided to veto a war- 
time tax bill as “inadequate.” Then Senator 
Barkley, as Democratic Majority Leader for seven 
years, felt a veto would be a serious mistake. 
Moreover he had reasons for thinking so that to 
him were compelling, When he found that Mr. 
Roosevelt was determined to veto the measure, 
notwithstanding the arguments of his House and’ 
Senate leaders to the contrary, the Kentucky 
Senator said he would have no choice bat to op- 
pose the President's course on the floor of the 
Senate. 

When the President called the tax measure 
“not a tax bill but a tax relief bill, ‘providing 
not relief for the heedy but for the greedy,” 
that was too much for Alben Barkley. Putting 
into effect his personal pledge, made when he 
became Majority Leader, he resigned on the 
grounds that he had come into “fundamental and 
irreconcilable disagreement with the President.” 

His party colleagues in the Senate promptly 
re-elected him Majority Leader. Even so the 
record shows that he did not attempt willy-nilly 
to held the post of Majority Leader while vio- 
lently disagreeing with the White House. Re- 
sumption of his duties was made relatively easy 
by a conciliatory letter of virtual apology’ from 
F.D.R. P 

Senator Knowana’s right to his own views on 
what to do’ about Communist China is unques- 
tioned. But as Majority Leader he is supposed 
to lead for the Administration in the Senate. 
Yet he is in flat disagreement on basic foreign 
policy—opposition he reiterates from day to day. 
There is the precedent of Alben Barkley if Sena- 
tor Knowland is willing to follow it. 
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Decatur Turns Thumbs Down 

Voters in Decatur, Ill, have decided against 
the City Manager form of municipal govern- 
ment, 9646 to 4257. This joins Decatur with 
Springfield as a major Illinois community that 
has rejected the plan since the passage of the 
enabling act. Meantime the list of Illinois com- 
munities favoring the professional administra- 
tion of city affairs has grown to 35. 

Not every community that votes on the City 
Manager plan is going to approve it; some com- 
munities are so well administered they do not 
need it. But.in a very large number of dases, 
cities and towns are crying out for the economy 
and efficiency that a fulltime career City Man- 
ager can bring. The defeats for the manager 
plan are few when set against its successes. 
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And now comes basketball, with a scoreless 
contest between coaches who like the latest 
free-throw rule and coaches who don't. This 
has become the traditional season opener but 
is generally postponed until the rules are 
changed again. ' | *

Everybody knows the prison. has 
failed. Even an old-time  custody- 
minded warden has said of his prison, 
“There never: should be another one of 
these things built.” The most ignorant, 
depressed resident of the slums knows 
the reformatory does not reform. 
Everybody wants to improve matters. 
And it can be done: A great deal can 
be done immediately, with the tools 
at hand. 

The great difficulty, of course, is 
public indifference. People don’t want 
to appropriate money for prisons. They 
like to think, “Well, the police caught 
him, the coutt sentenced him to pris- 
on, and now we can forget him.” 

The trouble is, they can’t, for he will, 
95 chances out 100, soon be back, free. 

As the American Prison Association 
has said. the 1952 riots raised the ques- 
tion, “What does the public expect of 
its prisons?” The truth is: “Nothing. 
Nobody cares about prisons until a 
relative of his gets into one.” 

A chaplain at Jackson said after the 
riot, “Every man here represents a 
failure of society. People don’t want 
to hear that. We try to get them inter- 
ested—then something like this hap- 
pens,” meaning the riot, “and we're 
right back where we started. That’s the 
tragedy of riots.” 

And in the long run the. public is 
the loser.

SUN, SEA AND SKY, by Irving P. Krick and Roscoe 
Fleming. (J. 8. Lippincett » 248 pgs., $3.95.) 
The, enthusiastic authors of “Sun, Sea 

and Sky” do an excellent job both as 

scientists and as writers. Dr. Krick is an 
outstanding physicist and meteorologist, 
one time head of the Department of 

Meteorology at the California Institute 

of Technology. Mr. Fleming is a talent- 

ed and experienced newspaper writer. 
In 1950 Dr. Krick set up the Water 

Resources Development Corporation, of 

which he is now head, and he specializes 

in “cloud seeding” to produce rain, thus 


. becoming a prominent leader in con- 


tradicting Mark Twain’s assertion that 

—— “everybody talks 
; about the weather 
but nobody does 
anything about it.” 
(Or was it Charles 
Dudley Warner who 
said that?) 

The title, “Sun, 
Sea and Sky,” is 
well chosen for a 
book about’ the 
weather, for all 
three are essential 
factors in the pro- 
duction of weather.

Dr. Krick is among the leaders in the 
development of modern meteorology, 
which has progressed decidedly in the 
last 25 years. Studies are being made 
now of the upper atmosphere Mhat were 
only dreamed of 40 years ago. 

It was in the early '30s that the little 
ballons called “radiosondes” began to 
float high in the sky carrying instru- 
ments that report hack atmospheric 
pressures, temperatures, wind speed, 
etc., and they have been standard equip- 
ment ever since. In late years air navi- 
gation has of course been an inestima- 


ble help to meteorology, and meteor- 


ology—the more advanced the better—is 

indispensable to air navigation. 
Evidently the project in meteorology 

closest to Dr. Krick’s heart is cloud seed- 


ing, which is now done by means of 


generators on the ground which spray 
clouds with silver iodide. He has prov- 
ed that rain can be produced in this 
way, a fact that promises vast benefits 
to agriculture and industry as the pro- 
cess becomes more thoroughly mastered.

WARNS GHURGHES 
OF AIDING FASCISM 


Missionary Tells National 
Council of ‘Clericalism’ 
Threat in Latin America, 


BOSTON, Dec. 1, (AP)—A 
Methodist missionary reported 
the National Council of 
hurches today that “religious 
persecution, Fascism and cler- 
icalism” are greater threats to 
idemocracy in Latin-America than 
Communism. 

The Rev. B. Foster Stockwell, 
president of Union Theological 
Seminary, Buenos Aires, Argen- 
tina, said in a talk at the annual 
meeting of the National Coun- 
cil’s Division of Foreign Mis- 
sions: 

“Our best friends in Latin 
America are profoundly dis- 
turbed by our professions of 
democracy on the one hand, and 
on the other by the complacency 
of active support we have shown 
toward the Fascist regimes like 
those of Venezuela, Colombia 
or Spain.” 

He said Protestantism in Latin 
America is helping “in laying 
surer foundations for political 
democracy and international un- 
derstanding” but “Roman Ca- 
tholicism, when left to develop 
along its own lines, becomes a 
totalitarian form of religion.” 

In Latin America, “this kind 
of religion has been on the side 
of totalitarian forms of govern- 
ment,” he said. 

“Those of us who have lived 
for years in Latin America and 
have observed at first hand the 
life of those countries cannot but 
believe,” he said, “that there is 
a relation between the kind of 
religion they profess and the 
kind of social and political life 
they have.” 

Methodist Bishop G. Bromley 
Oxnam told a sectional meeting 
of the National Council last 
night that his country must 
“clean out” both the Commu- 
nist conspiracy and “profession- 
al witnesses” who are paid to 
testify at hearings on subversion. 

The bishop called on Attor-

Writer. 

The season on squirrels has 
closed jn Missouri, and Dec. 15 
will bring an end to the taking 
of ducks, geese and quail. Rab- 
bits will be legal until Feb. 28. 
All of the major man-made lakes 
—Wappapello, Taneycomo, Lake 
of the Ozarks, Norfork, Bull 
Shoajs and Clearwater—are open 
for year-round fishing. Many 
other smaller lakes, as well as 
portions of Black and St, Francis 
rivers, also are open. 

There are no daily or posses- 
sion limits on crappie in Mis- 
sourl. December and January 
are ideal months for the taking 
of this favorite panfish. Cold 
weather seems to whet their ap- 
petites and all six of the large 
lakes have an abundant supply. 
Wappapello, according to fisher- 
jes biologists, has a higher per- 
centage of crappie caught, in 
comparison ‘with other species, 
than any other of the large im- 
poundments. 

Last year, during the winter, 
ma astounding catches were 
reported from Wappapello. Three 
hundred crappie were taken by 
a single fisherman in one day. 
Many fishermen did not bother 
to string their catches but used 
lard cans, instead, to hold their 
fiwh. If a huge school of crappie 
whs encountered and they were 
in a biting mood, it was only a 
question of having enough min- 
nows. Each fisherman, accord- 
ing to the Missouri Wildlife 
Code, may have 100 minnows in 
possession, and three fishermen 
in one boat have been known 
to use up their entire supply be- 
fore calling it a day. Many, how- 
ever, are satisfied with a rea- 
sonable day's catch although 
there is no specified daily take 
or possession limit on crappie 
in Missouri. 

Minnows the Favorite Bait. 

Not all anglers are fortunate 
enough to hook such large num- 
bers of these fish and many 
return home empty-handed. 
Knowledge of the water areas 
where these fish may be concen- 
trated is essential for success 
and, to the inexperienced, the 
hiring of a competent guide and 
boat is of utmost importance. 
Most of the guides are employed 


every day and they know where 
the hot fishing spots are to be | 
found. s ey 

Live minnows are the favorite | 
bait for crappie. Small plugs and | 
spinner and fly combinations 
are also used. Many fishermen 
troll small artificial lures be- 
hind the boat, with the outboard 
motor cut to the lowest speed 
possible, and often catch white 
bass, black bass and crappie by 
this method. When a school of 
crappie is found by the slow- 
moving boat the choice spot is 
repeatedly fished until the fish 
refuse to take the lures and then 
the boat moves on to new terri- 


tory. 

Drift fishing also is a favorite 
method of finding these fish. In 
drift fishing, as the name im- 
plies, the boat is free to drift 
with the wind until a school of 
fish is encountered. The anchor 
is dropped quietly and the boat 
held in position until the fish 
stop biting. The outboard then 
is started and the fishermen 
move on to a new location. 

Crappie at Varying Levels. 

Schools of crappie may be 
found in either shallow or deep 
water, but during the winter 
they generally are in the deeper 
portions of the lakes, Spring- 
fed holes usually have a heavy 
concentration of these fish and 
fortunate is the fisherman or 
guide who knows the location of 
the choice spots, They almost 
invariably will produce excellent 
fishing; and not only are these 
panfish be found in the 
warmer water areas but often 
many other species of game fish 
also are caught. 

Crappie travel at varying 
depths while feeding and the 
wise angler experiments until 
the proper depth is found and 
fishes accordingly. Many fisher- 
men use a No. 3 spinner placed 
about one foot above the min- 
now to attract the fish. The 
line is worked up and down 
slowly and the flashing spinner 
lures the fish to the bait. Many 
fishermen use a very light piece 
of lead, usually a split shot, to 
sink the bait. The light sinker 
permit the minnow to swim 
freely and it proves an attrac- 


’ tive lure to the fish. 


in the water. Seldom is the 
cork or bobber taken under the 
water by the light biting fish. 
It usually moves away on the 
surface of the water at a slow 
rate of speed and then the hook 
is lightly set to prevent it from 
being torn from the fish’s paper- 
thin mouth.

Portuguese Premier Says 
Church Has Been Too Soft 
on Communists There.

LISBON, Dec. 1 (AP)—Pre- 
mier Antonio Oliveira Salazar 
yesterday openly blamed the 
Vatican's world-wide missionary 
organization, Propaganda Fide, 
for much of Portugal's troubles 


in India, 

Salazar made the accusation in 
a speech at the opening of de- 
bate in the National Assembly on 
Portuguese overseas territories. 

The premier charged that 
Propaganda Fide had destroyed 
Portugal's nearly 500-year-old 
leadership in propagating the 
Roman Catholic faith in Indla. 

(Without spelling out the 
charges, Salazar indicated he 
felt the Vatican missionary or- 
ganization in India was being too 
soft on Communists there and 
on Nationalists who have stirred 
up demands for the return to 
India of the Portuguese territory 
of Goa.) | 

The premier said, however, | 
the present attitude of Propa-' 
ganda Fides “may be a passing 
necessity.” 

“Ardent nationalisms are 
breaking out in Asia and Africa,” | 
Salazar said, “and Asia is head- 
ing right into Communism as) 
Europeans are leaving it.” 

In addition to ¢he Vatican 
mission, Salazar named “Cath-| 
olic progressives” as being re- 
sponsible for the present situa-| 
tion in the Portuguese colonies 
on the Indian subcontinent. He 
said this latter group was made 
up of “Catholics who have made 
it their mission to baptize Com- 
munism.” 

Goa nationalists with Indian} 
backing held a series of demon-| 
strations last August to press 
their demands for merger with 
India. 

Portugal and India still are at 
edds over the future of Goa, 
Diu and Damao, the Portuguese | 
Indian enclaves. Salazar re-|

Youth Killed Self, Erroneous- 
ly Tried by Navy After 
Discharge.

Student, Instructors From Other Lands Give Their Impressions of Life in U.S.

SCULPTOR and a student 
from South America, a 
Shakespearean attor from 
England, an exchange teacher 
from the western zone of Ger- 
many and a ruddy-cheeked Hol- 
lander who hitch-hiked part way 
across the United States are 
lending an international flavor 
to the campus of St. Louis Coun- 
try Day School where their 
paths have crossed this year. 
From South America have 
come Jaime Andrade, one of 
Ecuador’s foremost artists who 
heads Country’s Day art depart- 
ment, and Franklin Johnson, 
teen-ager from Peru. From Ket- 
tering, Northamptonshire, Eng- 
land, has tome David Bishop, 
Oxford graduate with a special 
interest in things Shakespear- 
ean. Dr. Robert Multhoff, of the 
Staachliches Wilhelm-Gymnas- 
tum in Braunschweig, Germany, 
has temporarily exchanged jobs 
with Country Day’s German pro- 
fessor, Roy Battenberg. Johannes 
Van Straalen, the youthful 
hitch-hiker from Holland, 
teaches foreign languages and 
history and coaches soccer. 


They brought with them dif- 
ferent accents and attitudes and 
pre-conceived notions of what 
America would be like. They 
have been surprised by some 
customs, delighted with some, 
baffled by others. 

Andrade, a soft-spoken, mod- 
est man, praised his new North 
American friends as “very, very 
friendly” and found that “they 
really like to help people.” Dur- 
ing his brief stay in this coun- 
try, New Orleans has become 
one of his favorite cities and 
ice cream definitely his favorite 
food 


Andrade, whose wife and 
three young children are here 
with him, started his career as 
a sculptor by making animals 
from the doughy part of loaves 
of bread when he was a child 
hanging around his mother’s 


_ kitchen. At 12 he went to art 


school and started working with 
clay and plaster. Later, at the 
urging of his teachers, he en- 
tered the School of Fine Arts 
in Quito arid after his gradua- 
tion at 19 began a teaching ca- 
reer which continued for 18 
years. 

In 1948, as the result of a con- 
test sponsored by the University 
Council at Quito, he was chosen 
to execute in bas-re-ief a mural 
decoration on one of the uni- 
versity pavilions developing the 
theme of the history of human- 
ity. Using an electric hammer 
for the first time, he worked 
steadily on the project for five 
years, completing it shortly be- 
fore coming to Country Day. 

“It is natural for people of 
South America to express them- 
selves in art,” said the 4l-year- 
old sculptor. “We have such 
beautiful landscapes and the 
people see such beauty around 
them constantly that it reflects 
itself in their art.

“I must admit,” he smiled, 
“that my first impression of 
New York was one of bedlam. 
But I have found people very 
kind and friendly here. ‘ 

“My friends in England said 
I must see New York but they 
pointed out that it wasn’t really 
America. Well, I spent a week 
there, and I feel I’ve done it. 
The other sight they told me 
not to miss is the Grand Can- 
yon. 

“One of my vivid impressions 
here is the feeling of fear that 
I sense. It’s not so great in 
England ag here. I was gur- 
prised, for instance, to see air 
raid shelter signs. In England 
I haven’t seen one since the 
war.” 

A graduate of Oxford in 1939, 
Bishop later received his M.A. 
degree from Exeter College, Ox- 
ford University, majoring in 
English language and literature. 
During World War II he served 
in the Royal Artillery, later 
serving in the Allied Military 
Government in Germany and 
then in the British Foreign Of- 
fice, German Affairs Section, 
Whitehall.

“Germany knows very well 
that America helped her survive, 
and we are grateful.” 

Speaking of the potential dan- 
ger of Communism, Dr. Multhoff 
declared that “the only danger 
is that Russia would come by 
force. If Communism does come, 
it must be thrust up on us.” 

Married and the father of two 
sons, Multhoff has exchanged 
residences, as well as jobs, with 
Battenberg, Country Day’s regu- 
lar German professor. He and 
his family occupy the Batten- 
berg home at 7626 Forest View 
drive, Normandy. 

“Just like so many others,” 
he laughed, “I guess I thought 
America would be full of either 
millionaires or gangsters. I'm 
glad to find that neither is the 
case.” 

Van Straalen came to the 

United States in August 1952, 
and worked in the foreign de- 
partment of the Manufacturers 
Trust Co. in New York before 
joining the faculty of Country 
He received his under- 
graduate degree from Leyden 
University, Holland, and now is 
a candidate for his Ph.D. in his- 
tory from the same university. 
He is married to a Swiss, Mar- 
gareth Alice Van Straalen, and 
they became the parents of their 
first child this summer. 

His boyish face lighted up as 
he spoke of his own country. 

“I suppose,” he said, “most of 


all I miss the sea. There you 
could walk only 10 minutes or 
so and you'd be at the seashore. 
Life in America seems more 
mobile to me. It offers more 
opportunities, but at the same 
time there are more risks. 


“Family life there is more 
cozy than here. In America, 
even in a family group, tele- 
vision seems to deaden all con- 
versation. Here, I like your 
wide-open spaces. Over there, 
every square inch is devoted to 
production.” 

Van Straalen went through 30 
states on his hitch-hiking tour, 
visiting a friend in Idaho and 
remaining with him on his farm 
for a month. 

“I never had any trouble, al- 
though we always supposed from 
your movies that hitch-hiking 
was dangerous. I found tremen- 
dous hospitality and generosity 
everywhere I went. I was invited 
to stay with many families when 
they found I was from another 
country and was visiting here. 
One man, with whom I rode, 
slipped a $10 bill into my pocket 
as I left the car. 

“Maybe this, though, was my 
secret in getting rides so easily. 
If I had to wait more than 15 
minutes, I would put on my 
wooden shoes. Then, the motor- 
ists just couldn't help stopping 
to ask me where I was from. 

“Americans, I found, are very 
curious.”

HE parable of the cockle 
T sowed in the wheat field 
is not a perfect descrip- 
tion of what is happening in 
the world today, for it most 
likely referred to those who 
were in the Church, but not 
living according to its spirit.

The philosophy of Commu- 
nism is bent on the reversal 
of all human values, so that 
good becomes evil and evil 
becomes good. indifference to 
this philosophy is the denial 
of the First Commandment. 

‘No maneuver, no silencing 
of a. word of condemnation 
will prevent Communism from 
achieving, if possible, the end 
that it has set for itself, 
namely, the destruction of the 
moral order.

NOR IS COMMUNISM sat- 
isfied with a mere denial of 
God; it demands defiance of 
God. There is a difference 
between the Titanism of De- 
nial and the Titanism of Re- 
bellion; the first is nihilistic; 
the second is demonic. 

Nietzsche was a Titan of 
Dénial, for his nihilism was a 
jubilant acceptance of a world 
untrammeled by morality and 
God. As he put it: “The 
world lives on itself; it feeds 
on its excrements.” 

But under Marxism, the Ti- 
tanism of Denial has become 
the Titanism of Defiance, and 
Defiance becomes demonic 
when it imposes its own will 
upon the world or else pro- 
claims its own divinity. 

The persecuted missionaries 
in Korea, China and Indo- 
china are dealing with exactly 
the same problem as the poli- 
ticians inf the United Nations. 

The difference is that the 
politicians believe Dialogue 
with Communism is possible; 
the missionaries do not. The 
politicians refuse to see Com- 
munism as intrinsically evil; 
to them it is a political system 
that creates awkward mo- 
ments for one who differs 
with it. 

Hence, the spectacle of the 
persecutors sitting with the 
persecuted, the robber with 
the robbed and the rapist with 
the victim. In no civil court 
would a thief be permitted 
to sit alongside the judge to 
judicate his. own case, but in 
the international sphere, a 
Molotov judges Indochina. No 
peace can come from such 
surrender to injustice.

I READ with interest the 
other day the remarks of a 
visiting Congressman attend- 
ing the hemispheric confer- 
ence in Rio de Jantero as an 
observer for the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee. Rep- 
resentative Fulton of Penne 
sylvania has quite evidently 
been impressed by the need 
of the Latin Americans for 
economic help and by the vast 
possibilities of development 
that any casual. visitor to those 
areas is bound to See. 

It is unwise, however, for 
any official representative of 
a country to promise what he 
is not sure of being able to 
deliver, and Representative 
Fulton should know how dif- 
ficult it is to get economic 
aid out of Congress. They are 
always ready to grant justifi- 
able military aid but economic 
aid has been starved for some 
time. : 

The Administration has been 
very cautious in its ap h 
for more economic aid for 
Latin America, probably. be- 
cause they realize it is diffi- 
cult to interest the Congress. 
Even a member of that body 
will find it difficult, though he 
is backed by those ‘traveling 
with him and by some mem- 
bers of the Foreign Relations 
Committee. 

I, personally, would be de- 
lighted to see military aid 
diverted to some extent into 
straight ‘economic aid because 
I think economic aid is a bet- 
ter weapon agz2inst Com- 
munism than much of the mili- 
tary aid which we provide to 
other countries. Still I am 
afraid that an official should 
not raise the hopes of any 
Latin American coun at the 
present time since it does not 
seem to me likely that these 
hopes of greater economic 
generosity will be realized,
